May L- Fosburg, who was murdered in 
her 'father's home on, August 20 was ar- 
rested in Pittsflelji this morning charg- 
ed with manslaughter. The grand jury 
has indicted, him for that ofterfee, and 
he has been placed Under bail ofl $20,000. 


The announcement of ttiis arrest caus 


ed the greatest excitement in Pittsfleld, 
•and in this city wheai it became kntown 
at nooti. The indictment means that 
the theory held by the Pittsfield police 
in making the arrest is that IE) a family 
auarrej between father and sont, the 
daughter may have rushed in, and been 
shot by the brother before he recognized 
whom he was shooting. 


• At th«ttime of the crime thfe family 
told a detailed story of burglars being 
caught in the- house, of the fight be- 
tween them and tire men of the family, 
and oil OH3 shooting of the girl-by one 
of the intruders. The pjj^jent turn- of- 
events \s the result of the fa&t that the 
Pittsfield police! 'have been unable to 
corroborate this story. 
•The theory that it may have been a 
family, matter, and that the story of 
burglary was told by the family to 
cover up a more horrible crime has been 
exploited in. many street rumors ev^ 
since the murder was committed. 


Tlie Arremt 


The arrest was made this morning in 


the office of the Stanley works in Pitts-- 
field ,which Robert L. Fosburg, father 
of the young "man under arrest and of 
the murdered girl, Is building. 


Al that hour Officers Dean and Flynn 


of the Pittsfield police force went into 
the office, and were greeted by young1 


Fosbnrg, who knew them well. He 
asked them to sit down, but they de- 
clined. F. W. Lurid, the bookkeeper, 
was in the office with young Fosburg. 


One of the officers then said to Fos- 


burg, "We have a warrant for your 
arrest on the charge of manslaughter." 


Fosburg smiled, and .-answered that 


he didn't like the "jolly." 


"This isn't a jolly," replied the offi- 


cer, and then he showed the warrant. 


"This Will Kill lOy Father" 


Tounlg Foabiirg looked, at itp and his 


smile faded- Turning to the bookkeep- 
er he said. "This will kill my father. 
This is indeea the last straw-" 


Then turning to the officers, he said 


he was ready to accompany them. He 
was taken in a dosed carriage to the 
police station, and placed in the detenl- 
tion room for a short time, a3tef which 
he was removed to a.cell on the second 
floor. 


Under S3O,OOO ••« 


The bail officer waa notified and he 


placed young Tosburg under 120,000 bail 
The elder Mr. Foaburg was also notified 
and he began! trying to secure the large 
amount needed to free his son. He has 


do nothing but indict the young man. 
What the evidence is cannot be told. 
Chief Nicholson refuses to talk in re- 
gard to the case. 


The indictment against a burglar 


who w,as thought to have killed the girl, 
would have been murder. Against her 
brother it could only be manslaughter, 
as even if he committed the crime it 
was not premeditated, 


The Crime 


The story of the crime is well re- 


membered here, where all parties con- 
crned are well known, having stayed a 
the Wilson house while Mr. Fosburg 
was building the Berkshire mill mim 
her 4 in Adams. 


On the morning of August 20 it be- 


came known that Miss May L. Fos 
burg had been shot and killed. The 
story told by the family was as told 
above. Instant search for the bur- 
g-laiw eoatd -murderer* was begun. Hun- 
dreds Of armed men patrolled the city 
Rvery suspicious character was held 
up and made to give an account o: 
himself. 


The story told by the family was al 


that the police had to go by, for a long 
time. There were said to have beeri 
two burglars, who entered the house 
and were discovered by the elder Mr 
Fasburg while one of them was in his 
room- He jumped and grappled with 
the intruder. Then another man rush 
ed from the hallway, and Mr. Fosburg 
was struck. 


Young Mr. Fosbuf^ then came to the 


rescue, and the two were fighting the 
burglars when the girl came into the 
room, aroused by the noise. As she 
entered she was shot by one of the bur- 
glars. She fell into her brother's arms, 
and the burglars escaped- 


A shoe and a piece of the mask they 


used was flound inl the house and in the 
road. These were the only clues. Police 
investigation failed to find anyone'else 
who had seen the ntcn, or any more 
clues-

TOWN WAS SOON AROUSED 
AflO MANY ARMED THEMSELVES 


Discovered This Morning That Whole

ers the Victim, Wasn't in Joke 


Till Afterwards 


Courses in current ellnts are becom- 


ing popular suddenly in the colleges. 
A few days a<jo the studerjts of Yale 
gave a realist .a representation of the 
Bosschieter murder, and now th« "Wil- 
liams students come forward with an 
evferJ more reaUstic imi union of a kid- 
napping. 
The imitation was os good 


that it had the town ofl WiHiamstown 
by the ears last night, and not till this 
forenoon, did the innabitants there be- 
gin' to realise that it \vas "nothing by 
students-" 


The town wa^ startled about 9 o'clock 


last evening by the news that Roches- 
ter H. Rogers of Kochester, N- Y-, a 
member of the gophonjore class, had 
been kidnapped- The fauts were these, 
everything happaning just as it would 
m a real kidnapping case- 


As Rogers was going from Spring 


street to the Wai den bouse to see a 
friend, Stanley Washburn, a senior, he 
was suddenly confrontedby- masked 
merl He vvas seized, gagged, bound, 
arid thrown inLo a hack that was •wait- 
ing, and was driven rapidly 
south. 


Washburn came along just ihin anfl 
saw the hack drive away- He called to 
know what the matter was, but re- 
ceived onlji a gruff answer, while the 
horses were lashed to a run. Suspecting 
that something was wrong he secured 
a revolver and a horse, and moutf-ei 
thus, he dashed after the hack- About 
two mi'se south of WiUiamstown, on 
the South WilHamstown road, he over- 
took the carriage and opened fire- Sev- 
eral shots were fired, when suddenly 
the kidnappers In> the hack, oil whom 
there were five, jumped to the ground" 
and made a stand, all having revolverse 
This fight lasted several minutes, about 
30 shots being exchanged. 


The story told by the students last 


night was that at this point the kid- 
nappers jumped into the hack and drove 
on south, leaviug Rogers in the road. 


What really happened was that the 


kidnappers got back into the hack with 
their victim, and drove back peaceably 
to Wiliamstown, acompanied by the 
gallant rescuing party in the person of 
Washburn, 
, 


Meanwhile the students and town had 


been alarmed, and many set off armed 
with guns and other utensils of civilized 
warfare, to rescue the kidnapped youth 
Fortune ordained that nobody was 
really shot in the mix-up. 


The facts did Tiot become kriown till 


this morning1. Then it developed that 
the whole business was a 
student 


prank. There were seven in it, five 
f'kidnapperai" and 
two 
"rescuers." 


Rogers wasn't in it till later. He is 
a sturdy youth, and was chosen as the 
victim because"' ti'is friends knew he 
would not fall dead of heart disease. 
They underestimated him, However, 
and before he was placed In the hack 
the five men who were kidnapping him 
wished he would fall dead. Some of 
them were struck. 


In the carriage Rogers recognized 


some of the men, and they confided the 
secret to him. He was naturally in- 
terested, and finally agreed to carry 
out the joke.

There were to have been two res- 


cuers, but one of them failed to have 
his horse saddled and ready, and so 
Washburn went down the road alone.

, When tlie interviewer was ushered 
into his study at Marlborough House, 
the prince was seated at an old fash- 
ioned pedestal writing desk, the fac- 
simile- of the one used by his father, 
the late prince consort, which was 
piled high witb papers and documents 
of all descriptions. 


He wore a black morning coat and 


vest, dark gray trousers, square front- 
ed collar, with a white spotted black 
bow tie, and patent leather shoes, and 
In bis fingers he held the' Inevitable 
cigar. 
! 


His greeting was kindness In tbe ex- ' 


treme. It was merely like an elderly 
business man smiling a kindly wel- 
come to some young and daring In- 
truder. 


"Well, what do you want me to say?" 


was his royiA highness' query as sooa 
as the preliminary greetings were over. 


The writer launched forth his ques- 


tions, beginning with inquiries about 
tbe numerous public dinners which tbe 
prince attended and alluding to the 
published statement tbat the prince , 
held the record for obtaining the lar- , 
gest sum of money ever collected at 
one banquet. 
, 


"Yes, that's quite correct. I certainly 


hold the record In that respect," said 
the prince. "And presiding at dinners, 
etc., for the benefit of chanties, espe- 
cially Masonic ones, is always a pleas- • 
ure to me. The only part wbicb I do 
not like about the proceedings is if the 
dinner drags itself out to a considera- 
ble length. That I do not like, and 
when dining in private at home the 
meal seldom lasts more than an hour." 


"I have read many times in reports 


of dinners, etc., at which your royal 
highness has been present," said the 
Interviewer, "tbat you were continually 
emiling during the proceedings and. 
seemed to be enjoying yourself very 
much." 


"Yes," replied the prince, a shade of 


weariness creeping Into his eyes, "that 
Is where I act. If only you knew how 
terribly bored 1 am by the inordinate 
length of some of these dinners and 
the speeches and h&Sv I; am ail the time 
longing to get away,ryou would be real- 
ly sorry for me. But, there—I mustn't 
say too much on that subject" 


"With regard to horse racing and 


betting, your royal highness?" 


"1 think racing is the finest sport in 


the world, and I only regret that it 
should be harmed by the amount of 
betting wbicb goes ^p. Personally I 
am strongly adverse to the practice, 
and I always use what influence I pos- v, 
sess to discountenance It among my 
personal friends,' especially when it is 
made a regular practice of and the 
stakes are large." ' J 
. 


"There are many who think that' your 


royal highness has i'very easy life of 
'it and that the tfarSelt duties which 
you bave to pWfBfnT are attending 
state functions, etc." , 


"Now, here is some Information for 


you," said the prince. "Do you know 
that I myself see. every letter that is 
addressed to me and in tbe majority of 
instances dictate the>reply? When the 
mail arrives in the morning, it is open- 
ed by my secretary's staff and sorted 
Into three groups—letters from personal 
friends and relatives, those bearing on 
state affairs and "begging letters and 
petitions, etc.—and I make it my busi- 
ness to make myself aware of the con- 
tents of each. 


"This of itself Is no light task when 


you take Into consideration the fact 
that each morning's mail consists of 
some hundreds of letters. So that those 
who say mine- is an idle life malign 
me." 


Asked his opinion on the South Afri- 


can matter, his royal highness smil- 
ingly shook bis bead and refused to be 
drawn out, but he said that he should 
always remember with the deepest af- 
fection and regard the heroic conduct 
of the troops in the campaign. 


"One more question," said the cof- 


respondent. "What is your royal high- 
ness' favorite recreation?" 


"Shooting," he replied unhesitating- 


ly. "There is nothing that I like bet- 
ter than a good day's shoot It seems 
tbe only thing which takes me 'out of 
myself and makes me forget the cares 
and responsibilities of my position." 


There is one more remark tbat the 


prince made which will be of interest, 
as It bears on tbe America's cup,*for, 
although his royal highness has not , 
taken so much interest In yacht racing 
since be sold Britannia, be openly con- 
fesses that "there are few things wbicb 
I would like better than to sec the 
America's cup como boiue 
New York World.

Workjr«n are now engaged on tbe 


hollow wooden spar wbicb ia to be used 
for tbe boom of tbe Crownlusbield 
America's cup defender. The log wa« 
squared, as is usual in making all hol- 
low spars. This is done to present uni- 
form flat surfaces on four Bides, so 
tbat tbe spar can be divided eveaiy. 


After tbis It was marked along it* 


entire length ia tbe center. It was tben 
raised so tbat tbe work of sawing it in 
two could be carried on. It was block- 
ed up in tbe middle and shores put un- 
der either end. At the lower end a 
strain was put on it with a small tac- 
kle which was supended from a pair 
of shears. Tbe work of sawing through 
it was tben begun. 


Tho next work will be to hollow out 


both sides by removing the heart of the 
log. After enough has been taken out 
the two pieces will be bung up jo sea- 
ion. It is not likely that any further 
work will be done on them before May. 
By that time it is considered they will 
be seasoned enough for the finishing 
work. The two parts will be glued to- 
gether and secured with clamps or 
jacks. 


It will remain in the glue for some 


time, until it ie considered to bave been 
thoroughly set. Then the clamps will 
be taken off and the spar rounded into 
shape. It will be planed and smoothed 
up, and tbe iron withes will be put on, 
which will insure keeping tbe two parts 
securely together. 


This spar may not be finished until 


June, for It is intended to equip the 
yacht first with steel spars, and if 
these break down or prove Inefficient 
tbe hollow wooden ones will be used. 
The one wbicb ij being worked now is 
of Oregon pine and though perfectly 
green looks as though it will season 
beautifully. It is said to be 116 feet 
long, but looks a bit longer.— Boston 
Globe.

A marriage license bill has been in- 


troduced in the Wisconsin senate which 
promises to eclipse the marriage law of 
1899. This bill provides that.no per- 
sons can marry who are suffering from 
true or hereditary insanity, insanity 
caused by vicious habits or tbe use of 
drugs, consumption and various other 
diseases which are named in the bill. 
Every person who wishes to marry is 
required to go before an examining 
board of three surgeons to be appoint- 
ed in each county of the state by the 
county judge and must pass an exam- 
ination before a marriage license can 
be issued. In addition to this, all male 
candidates for matrimony who are un- 
der 25 years of age and all female can- 
didates under 18 years must produce a 
written consent of their parents before 
they can secure a license. Any clergy- 
man, justice of tbe peace or other per- 
son who can perform marriages and 
who marries any couples who do not 
produce a certificate from the examin- 
ing physicians of bis county is to be 
fined not more than $500 or confined in 
prison not more than one year.

Early Work of Gutenberg, Faniit, 


SchceCcr and Carton. 


When and v/here the first attempts in 


the art of printing /were made cannot 
be with certainty ascertained, because 
the earliest work printed by Gutenberg 
bore neither date nor name. The reason 
for this was obvious. 
The earliest 


printed books were made to resemble 
writing and sold as such. This much is 
certain—that 
movable 
wooden 
types 


were first employed by him about the 
year 1438. 


In 1443 he returned to Mayence and 


formed a great friendship with Johan- 
nes Fust, or Faust, who agreed to loan 
him 800 guilders at 0 pei cent for five 
years; but four years passed before the 
wealthy goldsmith would advance the 
money, because Gutenberg would not 
admit him into the secret of his business. 
In 1449 the first money was advanced 
and a printing office set up. 


It was necessary to hare assistance in 


the printing 
office, 
ind 
one Peter 


Schoeffer 
was 
engaged, 
"he 
being 


mechanical." Peter kept his eyes open 
and soon found that wooden types were 
too slow to make, and be discovered the 
art of cutting the letters in a matrix so 
that the letters might be cast singly. 
Instead of telling Gutenberg, his em- 
ployer, he went to the money lender and 
persuaded him to advance more money, 
BO that Schoeffet might work at his in- 
vention apart from 
Gutenberg. 
So 


pleased was Faust that he gave Peter 
his daughter Christian IB marriage. 


William 
Caxton, secretary to the 


Duchess of Burgundy, bad seen the xylo- 
graphic printing of Lawience Coster in 
Haarlem and the printing of movable 
blocks as invented by Gutenberg. Ho 
suv the grent opportunities printing 
would afford, and, with the aid of Colard 
Mansion, set up a printing press at 
Bruges in 1471. The first book he print- 
ed was the "Recueil," or summary "of 
ilic Ilibturyes oi Tioje," uouijnieu u> u 
friend of his, Raoul le Fcvre, priest and 
chaplain to the Duke of Burgundy. It 
was printed and published at Bruge* 
and was soon followed by the printing of 
a Latin oration-delivered there by Dr. 
Uuisell, bishop of Lincoln, at the cere- 
mony 
of 
proclaiming the -Duke and 


Duchess of Burgundy. 
Another work 


from the pen of Raoul le Fevre was 
translated into English and printed by 
Caxton, entitled "The Game and Play 
Of Chess," a treatise of moral and politi- 
cal office* and duties and the gradatiot 
of social ranks founded on the places 
and "moves" respectively assigned to dif- 
ferent pieces on the chessboard. 


The first book printed in England wit 
"Tbe Dictea and Sayings of Phiioso 
pherem," a collection of anecdotes, wise 
and witty sayings of aucient philoso- 
phers. It is stated in a notice at tbe end 
of the volume to have been finished "on 
the xviii day of the moneth of Novembrc 
and the seventeenth yere of tbe reiga oi 
Kyng Udwd the IV." The title beai- 
the words, "Emprynted bt me, William 
Caxton, Westministere, tnt yere of oar 
Lord, m,occc,lxxvii." 


The first book to b* printed With a ti-

A j 
bill recently introduced ia the New ' 
York state legislature by Assemblyman 
Frank J. Price of Brooklyn provides 
for the restoration of moose 10 tha i 
Adirondacks and appropriates $5,COO 
for the purchase of the finest obtain- 
able specimens. 


The bill was framed upon the sug- 


gestion and with the approval of such ' 
well known sportsmen aa William 0. | 
Whitney, former Governor Black, Lieu- 
tenant Governor Woodruff, Edward 
Litchneld, Ernest Seton-Tbompson, Dr. j 
W. Seward Webb, W. H. Boardman, ' 
Warren Hlgby, Colonel W. F. Fox, 
Warner Miller, W. West Durant, Wil- I 
liam Rockefeller and former Presidents 
Cleveland and Harrison. Its passage : 
is practically assured. 
j 


By the further provision of the bill i 


the fisheries, game and forest coramis-1 , 
sion. is empowered to accept by gift or 
secure by capture or purchase as many 
moose of both sexes and varied ages as 
will be necessary to restore the beauti- 
ful and tar famed Adirondacks to its 
lost grandeur as a sportsman's para- 
dise. This bill differs from all previous 
game laws in that it imposes a punish- ] 
rnent of imprisonment and a line of ! 
$200 for the pursuit, capture or killing* | 
of any of the moose under any condi- 
tions. 


Formerly the penalty was simply a ' 


fine, and many were willing to pay 
that for the sake of killing moose, es- 
pecially as the head of a moose is 
worth more than $100. It is -expected 
by the members of the recently formed 
Association For the Restoration of 
Moose to the Adirondacks that within 
two years there will be half a dozen 
good sized herds running wild in those 
mountains. 


While sportsmen will not be permit- 


ted for perhaps four years to hunt 
moose because of the strongly* pro- 
hibitive clause in the new bill, it is be- 
lieved that after that period, when the 
herds have greatly increased, moose 
hunting will be permitted within cer- 
tain time limits and under certain cir- 
cumstances. 
When this happens, the 


hunters who have formerly gone to 
Canada and to the Maine woods will 
flock to the Adirondacks and so revive 
the prestige of the region and put 
many thousands of dollars in the pock- 
ets of the railroads, the hotel keepers 
and the* guides. 


About 35 years ago moose became ex- 


tinct in the Adirondacks through the 
greed of hunters and tire absolute lack 
of game laws, but not through natural 
causes, such as migration or tlfeir fail- 
ure to find proper nourishment in the 
region. Since that time the only moose 


, In that region have been on the private 


bunting preserves of Dr. W. Seward 
Webb, who owns 10,000 acres of fenced 
land and has a herd of 40; on W. West 
Duraut's 50.000 acres, and on that of 
Edward H. Litchneld. whose preserve 
is of the same size. He has a herd of 
about 22 head. 


Already William C. Whitney, Ed- 


ward Litchneld and Dr. Webb have of- 
fered to give to the association a num- 
ber of the best moose from their pri- 
vate preserves to be liberated iu the 


l Adirondacks. The New York Central 


j railroad also has offered to transport 


free of charge all specimens bound to 
any point in the mountains for libera- 
tion.

If the bill Is passed before the close 


of the season in Canada, orders will 


' be sent through government agents to 


t the Canadian Indians for the number 


of animals wanted. They will be cap- 
tured in the snow by the Indians and 
: shipped in crates to the Adirondacks.—

iame amount, making a total capital 
stock of $1,100,000. It will ask all the 
LOWHS along the route for a right of 
\v ay from Maple Grove to Ashley Fails. 
It will include Cheshire, Berkshire, 
fittsneld, Lenox, Lee, Stockbridge, 
Great Barrington, and Sheffield, ma- 
iling from the Hoosac valley street 
railway tracks to the Connecticut line. 
Petitions to all the towns involved will 
be sent in within a short time. ' 
, 


The men interested in the company 


are among the- most prominent in the 
county, and include men whose com- 
bined ^wealth is great. Among them 
are R.*D. Gellett of the Peck manufac- 
turing company of Pittsfleld," Arthur

have answered. It was raised at the 
meeting held yesterday afternoon at 5 
o'clock, as announced in yesterday's 
issue. 


For a long lime Congressman Law- 


rence has been trying to get such a 
building for the city of Holyoke. The 
city of Northampton is being cared for 
by Congressman Giliett, and it ia an- 
nounced that he is very likely to meet 
with success. Little mention has ever 
been made of the desirability of a gov- 
ernment building in this, the largest 
city of Berksmre, for the postomce ana 
otner government calces that may be 
stationed here. 


The question, was raised at 'yester- 


day's session, however, as to why Mr. 
Lawrence s'nouict not be using his in- 
fluence for his nonie city, and the 
metropolis of the county, as weu as tor 
.taoiyoKe. There was some discussion 
of the matter, and Congressman Law- 
rence will be interviewed in regard to 
the matter by representatives of the 
board. The matter w«s reterred to the 
committee on new enterprises, of which 
Mayor Wilkinson is chairman. 


The meeting of the directors yester- 


day afternoon was quite the most im- 
portant that has been held for a long 
time, and indicated in the. interest 
shown by the members that they felt 
that the time had come for 'the board 
to take up the_ various matters that 
have been calimg for atention, and see 
what can be done in different waye for 
the good of the city.

The only through car now leaves here 
at 3.10 p. rn., reaching New York about 
S.30, and returning leaves New York at 
3.35 p. m.. reaching this city about U. 
There is a through parlor car between 
New York and Pittsfield, going in the 
morning and returning early in the af- 
ternoon, but the car stops at Pittsfield. 
The committee is confident that the 
continuance of this car through to this 
city can be secured. It would leave 
here on the 6.20 a. m., train, reaching 
New York at about 11.30, and returning 
would leave New York about 9.10 a. 
m., and reach this city about 2 30 p m.
